' *" 17. (amended) Support structure according to claim 16, wherein said 
lower converging ends have inside edges and a span between the inside 
edges of said lower converging ends, said span having, at a distance from 
said appendix that is substantially equal to said inner diameter, a maximum 
value which is smaller than or equal to one half of said inner diameter. 
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18. (amended) Support structure according to claim 16, wherein said 
inner diameter has a predetermined si*e ranging between 40 mm and 50 mm 
and preferably equal u> approximately 45 mm so as to be smaller than those 
of traditional bicycle support structures and to reduce the transversal 
encumbrance of the supporting frame. 
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19. Support structure according to claim 16. wherein said amis and 
said post arc unitarily formed and in that they have a substantially plate 
configuration with plane cross-section so as to define a monolithic 
supporting frame. 

20. Support structure according to claim 16, wherein said supporting 
frame is formed starting from a metal plate or from a plastic sheet. 

21 . Support for bottle according to claim 16 f wherein said supporting 
frame is provided with one or more lightening holes peripherally located 
along said arms. 

22. Support structure according to claim 16, wherein said supporting 
frame is provided with means for gripping the bottle located along said 
arms. 

23. Support structure according to claim 22, wherein said gripping 
means comprise at least a resilient pad. 

24. (amended) Support structure according to claim 23, wherein said 
gripping means comprise at least one of a plate and a shell made of a 
relatively rigid material that houses internally thereof a pad made of a 
resiliency flexible material. 
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25. Support structure according to claim 23, wherein said resilieutly 
flexible pad comprises a rigid spherical member held in place by a boss 
made of a resiliency (Icxible material. 

26. Support structure according u> claim 23, wherein said rcsilienlly 
flexible material is chosen in ihc group comprising gels, rubbers or plastic 
materials. 

27. Support structure according to claim 22, wherein said gripping 
means comprises ai least a pad of rubber or plastic material located along 
said post. 

29. Support structure according to cluim 26, wherein said gripping 
means further comprises at least one rubber or plastics lips fitted onto the 
upper edges of said arms to further hold the bottle upon location thereof ml 
said supporting Irame.
